An official statement just issued 
at Ottawa shows that during the 
past year, 194,257 persons in Can- 
ada paid Dominion income taxes, 
the total amount collected :being 
$46,381,806. Tha: works out at 
something around $235 per head 
on the average of those who paid. 
_ Assuming that each person pay- 
ing represents a family of sfive. 
the figures account for something | 
less than one million people, The’| 
ether eight million Canadians | 
evidently did not pay, either be- 
cause they were not ‘supposed to 
pay or because they failed to live;
